ROOSEVELT GOING | 


TO WORLD'S FAIR. 


President to Go to the State 
That Recently Went to 
Him—Will Be in St. 

Louis Noy. 26. 


TO BE THERE ONLY A DAY 


Trip Through the No Longer 
Solid South Said to Be 
Part of Future 
Plans. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—[{Special.]— 
Missouri having gone for Roosevelt, the pres- 
ident is going to Missouri. ‘ 

“Come and see the greatest exposition the 
world ever has seen,"’ said a committee con- 
sisting of Mayor Rolla Wells of St. Louis, W. 
H. Thompson, and Corwin H. Spencer of the 
exposition company, to him at thea White 
house tonight. 

The president after some little figuring an- 
nounced that they could “show him” on 
Saturday, Nov. 26. He said he could remain 
only that day, but the officials figure that he 
will be so impressed with the magnitude of 
the fair that he will tarry with them yet a 
little while longer. 

The invitation also was extended to al! 
cabinet officers, and it is expected several] of 
them will accompany the president. 

President Roosevelt told the committee, 
jokingly, that he was sorry the landslide in 
Missouri overwhelmed his old friend, Senator 

Like‘a Triumphal Procession. 

President's journey to St. Louis will 
be in the nature of a triumphal procession, 
and. it is said it wil) be a first of many such 
journeys throughout the country. His trip 
to St. Louts will be an especial recognition 
of the fact that Missouri gives him her elec- 
toral vote and will send a republican to the 
United States senate for the first time in 
three decades. He will go to stimulate this 
affectionate leaning toward republicanism. 

He will depart by one route, and return by 
another. In one or the other direction he will 
pass through West Virginia, Ohio, Indiana, 
and Illinois, the four states which rendered 
him so mugh honor at the polls. He will 
shake every hand he can reach, and make a 
personal response to every salutation. 

This journey will be the president's first 
thankful acknowledgment to the people who 
have given him the largest popular vote ever 
cast for a presidential candidate. He is de- 
termined to know the people better. to mingle 
with them. He ts resolved particularly to get 
closer to the people of the once solid south. — 


Plans “Invasion” of the South. 
President Roosevelt will invade the south 


with arms wide open. He will visit hie moth- I 


ers birtiplace. We will go Mts Georgia, 


which he regards as the state most hostile to | 


his negro policy. He will make a speech ex- 
plaining to the southern people exactly what 
his attitude is on the race question. He will 
declare he never sought to establish race 
equality, and that he does not consider this 
possible, or desirable. He will assert that 
his only idea is to recognize manhood wher- 
ever it fs found, either white or black, and 
that he seeks to elevate the manhood in the 
negro. He believes such action will establish 
better feeling between the north and south. 

In a word, Theodore Roosevelt henceforth 
will devote all his tremendous energies to be- 
come the patriarchal, almost the pastoral, 
head of the people, and not political presi- 


dent. 
Closer to the People. 


So hereafter during his tncumbency !fn of- 
fice he will deal in a more marked way with 
the people at first hand. He wil! mingle with 
the masees, learn their necessities, their de- 
sires, and their ambiticns. igrore 
the recommendations of politicians and the 
behests of party organizations. He wil! ap- 
point to federal offices only evch men as are 
acceptable to the people, and In his selections 
for office he may not be Influenced by sena- 
tors. representatives, or by any leaders. 

This determination follows and hangs on 
the pledge which Mr. Roosevelt voluntarily 
gave last Tuesday night when he said: 

“The wise custom which Iimits the prest- 
dent to twe terms regards the substante and 
not the form, and under no circumstances 
will I be a candidate or accept another nom- 
tnation.”’

WILL HAVE 5,000 MEMBERS. 
Dining Room for Women and a Large 
Gymnasium Are Features. 


“The New Illinois Athletic ¢lub” is in 
process of formation. The plans were out- 
lined by the promoters in a prospectus issued 
yesterday. The clubhouse is to cost $500,000 
and a membership of 5,000 Is expected. Al- 
ready 1,460 are pledged. Of the signers 300 
are members of the Chicago Athletic asso- 
ciation, with which the new club plans to 
work harmoniously. ‘ 

The originators of the club are William 
Hale Thompson, who has been chosen the 
first president, and Charles H. Genslinger, 
formerly secretary of the Missouri Athletic 
club at St. Louis and organizer of the New 
Manhattan club at New York and the Olym- 
pic club at New Orleans. 

Other officials are William A. Merigold, vice 
president, and Charles B. Pike, treasurer. 
Among the mémbers of the advisory board 
are Judge Arthur H. Chetlain, Dwight Law- 
rence, Charles B. Stafford, George M. Wis- 
ner, Dr. Frank C. Greene, Charles B. Pike, 
and Frank L. Pasdeloup. 


Plan Michigan Avenue Clubhouse. 

The clubhouse, twelve stories high and fire- 
proof throughout, is to be erected in Michi- 
gan avenue, between Monroe and Adams 
street, adjoining the Chicago Woman's Ath- 
letic club on the north. Ground will be 
broken for the structure early next spring, 
and it will be ready for occupancy in the 
autumn. | 

“The new club will not be a rival of the 


| Chicago Athletic association but a friendly 


competitor,”’ said President Thompson. “ It 
is designed especially for the needs of Chi- 
cagoans in moderate financial circumstances 
and the dues and other expenses incident to 
membership will be as low as possible.

The customary initia- 
tion fee will be waived by the new club,” 


Gymnasium a Big Feature. 

The gymnasium is to be located on the 
tenth and eleventh floors and encircled by a 
running track. There also will be four 
racquet and handball courts. Boxing, fenc- 
ing, and wrestling rooms will be on the sev- 
enth floor, each in charge of an instructor, 
The billiard room and bowling alleys are 
planned for the fourth and fifth floors. 

The natatorium will occupy most of the 
first floor, basement, and cellar, with a tank 
of larger capacity than any now in use in the 
country, and provided with an adjustable 
bottom, which may be raised or lowered. In 
the former case it will be used as a platform 
on which to pitch a ring for boxing and other 
athletic exhibitions. The balconies and floor 
space around the tank will seat 2,500. 

Nearly 150 sleeping apartments will be pro- 
vided, each equipped with a long distance 
telephone. 

Dining Room for the Women. 

An innovation in athidtic clubs will be the 
women's dining room, for the exclusive use 
of the wives and daughters of members. It 
will be on the third floor, fronted with French 
casement windows opening on a balcony 
overlooking Michigan avenue. |

FRESH FROM STORAGE GAME. 


periments Is Handicapped for Lack 
of Real Gourmet with Trained Palate. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—[Special.}— 
Twelve young men began this morning a gas- 
tronomic course in the interest of science at 
the bureau of chemistry, wlere Dr. Harvey 
W. Wiley formally reopened his celebrated 
poison pellet school. 

Formaldehyde is the preservative which 
will be fed to these subjects of culinary re- 
search, but Prof. Wiley now is not worried 
half so much about the effect of this drug on 
the government fed stomachs as he is in his 
search, so far fruitless, for a real epicure. 

As soon as an expert gourmet can be found 
the scientific kitchen of the bureau will be 
odorous with the fumes of cold storage pro- 
visions, a supply of which already is on hand. 
But so far no volunteer far enough advanced 
in the art of good living h-s been found to 
whom can be intrusted the testing of the ice 
preserved food, and Dr. Wiley announced to- 
day, sadly, that he, himself, will eat during 
the coming winter food which has been 
refrigerated for two years. 

“In testing cold storage food, chemical 
analysis must be relegated to wwe rear,” said 
Dr. Wiley. “ The sense of taste alone can 
guide the expert in cold storage products. 
What else but a keen and carefully trained 
palate adequatély cam distinguish between a 
bob white fresh from the cornfields of North 


' Carolina and a bird captured five years ago 


and kept on ice ever since? 

“The taste is the thing. The change that 
removes the flavor also detracts from the 
virtue of the preserved food.”

Coaxed Away by Phone. 

According to Mrs. Smith until last Monday 
she had a maid by whom she set great store. 
One day last week the Smiths’ telephone rang 
and Mrs. Smith was asked if the maid could 
come to the phone. Mrs. Biddle, it is claimed, 
made the phone call and asked the girl If she 
would not leave Mrs.-Smith and come to her. 
The maid agreed td leave. 

Mrs. Smith, however, offered counter in- 
ducements. Then the girl agreed to remain 
for a time. 

Sparks Begin to Fly. 

A little later in the afternoon Mrs. Biddle 
telephoned again. Mrs. Smith answered the 
call, and the electricity on the wire for a time 
took a back seat at the sight of the sparks 
that flew between Bryn Mawr and Philadeli- 
phia. Mrs. Smith asked Mrs. Biddle if the 
latter realized what she was doing in tempt- 
ing the girl to leave her place, and explained 
she could not let the girl leave at once.

Mr. Burleigh cables that the Japanese an- 
ticipated another fiaval battle at any hour, 
and are quite prepared for it. Their warships 
are circling around, closely watching al 
other vessels. Any ship passing within the 
twenty mile limit fixed by the blockaders is 
fired on. Although the Russians have pro- 
tected the decks and hulls of their warships 
at Port Arthur with sand bags and other de- 
vices, it is asserted the Japanese fire com- 
pels them continually to shift their positions. 
It is believed, therefore, they are about te 
make another sally. 


Peace Talk in the Air. 

The air is full of peacerumors. Itisstated 
that Japan has made unofficial overtures 
directly to Russia looking to an end of the 
war. It Is not known whether Japan has 
simply offered to end the war on such terms 
as a victorious nation would be inclined te 
offer to a foe that had not won a battle in the 
war or whether a proposal to arbitrate has 
been made. 

It is surmised here, however, that if Japan 
has approached Russia on the subject of 
peace it is only the overture ofa victor offer- 
ing his foe a chance to prevent further sacri- 
fice of lives by accepting the terms demand- 
ed before the war began. 

It ia reported, too, that England and 
France, as the allies of the two powers at 
war, are about to propose mediation to Rus- 
sia an@ Japan. Some color is lent to the re- 
port by the fact that M. Cambon, the Prene® 
ambassador to Great Britain, has been sume 
moned to Paris for a conference with M. 
Delcasse. 

In other quarters President Roosevelt is 
looked upon as the man most likely to ap- 
proach Russia and Japan with a proposal te 
mediate. France and Great Britain, it is 
asserted, are ready to follow the lead of the 
United States. 


JAPAN’S OFFER OF PEACE. 
[BY ASSOCIATED PRESS. } 

LONDON, Nov. 10.—Japan unofficially has 
made representations to Russia looking to 
peace. This action ha# resulted in failure 
and such representations, even privately, are 
not likely to be repeated by Japan. 

Although the suggestion of a pacific set- 
tlement was made unofficially it actually had 
behind it all the weight of en offer by the 
Japanese government. It was made direct 
to Russia. No power acted as an inter- 
mediary. The proposition wae put forward 
tentatively and unofficially so that the Jap- 
anese government would be in a position 
to deny any report that it was suing for 


peace. ‘ 

The failure of these direct negotiations, 
however, resulted in bringing intervention 
within a measurable distance. Foreign Sec- 
retary Lansdowne’s plea for arbitration yes- 
terday evening at the Guild hall banquet 
is taken here to be a pointed suggestion te 
the United States and France that the time 
is approaching when the powers must take 
some action. 

It can be definitely stated that Lord Lans- 
downe made his speech with full knowledge 
that Japan will not resent a proposition look- 
ing to peace from the three powers (the 
United States, France, and Great Britain). 

There is a definite impression here that 
the initiative will come from President 
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‘Roosevelt, though the action would be joint. 
is mooted that Lord Lansdowne only 
‘poke so openly yesterday evening because 
he had good reason to believe that Mr. Roose- 
-velt, if elected, contemplated making an ef- 
‘fort to bring the belligerents 
of peace. 

' Lord Lansdowne’s remarks are held by 
those in his confidence to mean that what- 
ever the United States may do in the mat- 
‘ter Great Britain will cotperate, even in the 
‘vent of France not participating. It is 
known, however, that Ambassador Cambon, 
who continues his work assiduously to bring 
about some arrangement, hopes fomdoint ac- 
‘tion by the three powers. 


Japanese Minister Hopeful. 

In an interview regarding the foregoing 
Baron Hayashi, the Japanese minister, said: 

“ I should not be surprised to see the three 
powers named or two of them take the action 
Suggested. Exactly upon what basis of 
Bettiement peace could be secured it is at 
present impossible to see, but there is not 
the slightest’ doubt that combined repre- 
Bentations, especially if led by President 
Roosevelt, would have a far reaching result 
between two countries, one of which was 
thoroughly defeated. 

“It is comparatively easy to make peace 
in this case, as heither side is thoroughly 
defeated yet. The prospects for the success 
of friendly intervention have vastly in- 
creased since the commencement of the war. 
The two nations now respect each other to 
m degree never dreamed of before they met 
4m battle. That mutual respect is the most 
hopeful factor for peace. 

“ Japan does not want to go on fighting 
forever. Yet, even with all the victories won 
during this war, her statesmen would render 
“themselves liable to be most seriously mis- 
understood, especially in Russia, if they 
Openly suggested in the name of humanity 
some method whereby the war could be 
‘stopped. It would be altogether different, 
showever, at this stage of the war, should 
a friendly offer, prompted by that sense of 
humanity which Japan cannot voice for fear 
of being misunderstood, emanate from the 
United States and Great Britain, but noth- 
ing can be done until the fall of Port Arthur.” 


Expect Powers to Confer.

RUSSIAN LOSS IS HEAVY. 


Six Hundred of Czar’s Troops 
Killed or Wounded by Ex- 
plosion of a Mine. 


CHEFOO, Nov. 10, noon.—Etse hill, accord- 
irg to the Chinese, 120 of whom arrived here 
today from Port Archur, ts proving a costly 
obstacle to the Japanese. On the morning 
of Nov. 5 and 6 flerce assaults on the posi- 
tion were made by the Japanese, who were 
repulsed. 

During the second assault a shell, soaring 
over the other hills from Palichuang, 
dropped on Etse and demolished a landmine 
and the mine controlling the station, and 
exploded other mines. 


Russians Killed in Own Mine. 

‘The Russians were holding the trenchés on 
the boundary of the mined section. Six hun- 
dred or 700 were killed. The Japanese, not 
Aaving reached the place, were unhurt. 

Etse hill owes the best part of its strength 
to the peculiar topography of the surround- 
ing country, which prevents a direct artillery 
fire and does not enable the Japanese to ad- 
vance trenches with the success ornare else- 


where. 
Japs Lose Heavily. 

The Japanese advanced on Etse hillin both 
instances from behind distant hills with 
the fullest force the ground would allow, 
but in the long distances which they were 
compelled to traverse in the face of machine 
guns their ranks were melted. Both times 
the Japanese broke the wire entanglements 
in places. One soldier, with a leg torn off, 
was seen trying to bite the wires.” 


OYAMA BEGINS THE FIGHTING. 

MUKDEN, Nov. 10.—The Japanese today 
assumed the offensive on the left bank of 
the Hun river and occupied three villages. 
The Russians, however, attacked, drove 
them. out, and again established their orig- 
inal lines of defense. Vice Admiral Skryd- 
loff arrived here today. 


Skirmishes and Artillery Duels. 

HUANSIAN (ten miles south of Mukden), 
Nov. 10.—The weather today was warmer, 
with slight rain.

ED OF LESE MAJESTE. 


| Hitherto It Has Been the Policy of the 


Emperor to Deal Rigidly with Per-

_ alty—Belief That New Pian Will Re- 
~@uce Greatly the Number of Those 
Serving Sentences for This Of- 
fense. 


BERLIN, Nov. 10.—Emperor William has 
decided hereafter to use the pardoning power 
liberally in cases of lese majeste. Hereto- 
fore it has been practically unknown for the 
emperor to pardon.a person convicted of this 
offense. 

It is now said that the kaiser intends to 
pardon almost: without exception when the 


classes, or to be incapable of weighing the 
consequences of a hasty word. Also of- 
fenses committed during drunkenness, or

MAN HON? IN MOUNTAINS. 


WEST VIRGINIA TOWN RESENTS 
TOO MANY MURDEBS. 


Shooting in Cold Blood of Sheriff Dan- 
lels at Montgomery and of a Promi- 
nent Unarmed Citizen Who Expostu- 
lated Starts a Panic—Two Brothers 
Terrorize the Place for Three Hours 
and Are Then Driven to the Tall 
Timber by One Man—Poase Follows. 


Huntington, W. Va., Nov. 10.—[{Special.]— 
A posse of 200 armed citizens is searching the 
‘mountain side for Harvey Jackson, the man 
who killed Sheriff Daniels and John Rolf at 
Montgomery this morning. Jackson ‘is ac- 
companied by his brother and both have de- 
clared they will not be captured alive. If 
they are captureé they will be lynched. 

The man hunt was undertaken after. the 
citizens had hidden in their cellars for three 
hours while the Jacksons were shooting up 
the town. Then one man, “ the nerviest man 
in West Virginia,’’ alone drove the three des- 
peradoes out of town and into the woods on 
the mountain side. 

Montgomery has witnessed three murders 
in the last twenty-fourhours. Late last night 
Constable W. A. Jackson was shot and killed 
by Elliott In a quarrel. - 

Harvey Jackson and two other brothers of 
W. A. Jackson armed themselves and started 
out to “clean up”’ the entire police force of 
the town, whichis a small hamlet in Fayette 
county. 

A telephone message was sent to Sheriff 
Daniels of Fayette county to come to Mont- 
gomery at once, as bloodshed was certdin. 
Daniels reached Montgomery at 10 o'clock 
this morning. Just as he stepped from the 
train he saw Harvey Jackson around 
the station, not more than fifty fe@t away. 

Without drawing his revolver, the sheriff 
walked over to Jackson and, placing his hand 
on Jackson's shoulder, told him to leave the 
town, under penalty of being arrested. 


Sheriff Shot Down. 

Jackson, without a word, fired twice point 
blank at the sheriff. each bullet taking ef- 
fect. The sheriff dropped to the ground, 
dying instantly. 

John Rolf, a prominent .citizen of the 
town, was standing nearby and had wit- 
‘nessed the talk between. Daniels and Jack- 
son. Throwing up his Wands he advanced to- 
ward Jackson to remonstrate with him and to 
help Danieis. Jackson turned and shot Rolf 
dead. Then, reloading his revolver and pull- 
ing another from his pocket, be brandished 
them in the air and defied any one in the town 
to take him. 


People Hide in tiene. 


The other Jackson boys joined their brother 
immediately after the shooting. For halfan 
hour the three men paraded the streets fir- 
ing revolvers and defying ihe town. The peo- 
ple were in a panic and crawled into the cel- 
lars. The streets were deserted and not an 
official dared to make his appearance. 

In the meantime Detective Harrison Ash, 
who lives near Montgomery and who is re- 
puted to be the gamest man in West Vir- 
ginia, was telephoned for. When he was 
seen coming down the roadway from Mont- 
gomery by the Jacksons they started on a 
run for the mountain base nearby and es- 
caped in the woods. 

After Ash had driven the murdérers to the 
mountains the citizens plucked up courage 
and swarmed into the streets, heavily armed. 
A posse of 200 men was quickly organized, 
and. under the leadership of Ash and other 
police, they started beating the woods for the 
Jacksons. 

The search is being kept up tonight, and 
more people are joining in the search every 
hour. 

Sheriff Daniel would have retired from of- 
fice Jan. 1. He was widely known and was 
worth $50,000.

every instance the fires were in tenement’ 
houses occupied by a large number of fami- 
lies and two of them are thought to have 
been of incendiary origin. 

Nearly all the fires started in the lower 
parts of the buildings, but in no case did 
the money loss exceed a few thousand dol- 
lars. Many were overcome before reaching 
the outer air, but with the exception of three 
all were found by firemen and carried out in 
safety. 

Workmen on the roof of the American 
Cigar company’s factory, alarmed by clouds 
of smoke, which‘came from an overturned : 
tar kettle in the street, rushed into the fac- 
tory where scores of girls were at work and 
with a cry of “ fire ’’ started a panic, in which 
twelve of them were injured. One was so 
badly hurt that she was taken to a hos- 
pital. 

The most serious fire of the day was that 
in an upper- east side apartment house, in 
which three lives were lost, several per- 
sons were injured, and many thrilling rescues 
were made. Forty-five families were driven 
from a big tenement house on Bgston road 
in the Bronx, and twenty persons who had 
been overcome by smoke were rescued by 
firemen. 

A fireman was badly injured by falling 
three stories while fighting a fire in a stor- 
age warehouse on Washington street.

’ Draft Ready for First Day

After a.two years’ recess the new charter 
convention will be reconvened in the imme- 
diate future to “ strike while the iron is hot” 
by putting into legal form the chayter legis- 
lation which Chicago will ask of the next 
general assembly. 

How promptly the charter champions are 
following up the victory won at thé polls 
on Tuesday is told in the following official 
statement issued yesterday by the civic fed- 
eration: 


As soon as it is Cefinitely known that the amend- 
ment to the constitution has been adopted, the 
executive committee of the new charter conventton, 
which framed the amendment, will be called te- 
gether to take up the work committed to it by the 
convention in a resolution, which declared the 
cenvention should continue to exist untll the new 
charter be secured. This resolution, adopted by 
the convention at its jast meeting, also delegated 
ty the executive commi!tteo and the chairman. of 
the convention all further work on behalf of the 
amendment, “together with the framing of «a 
new charter for the City of Chicago."’ 

As soon, therefore, as the executive committee, 
which will meet at an early: date, is able to get 
late proper form for the consideration of the con- 
vention the general prelimina:y work which is Its 
duty to prepare and submit, the ehdirman will issue 
a call for a reconvening of the convention. It ‘s 
rot the intention of the organization, which has 
achieved the success of the new charter movement 
thus far, to halt in its exertions. 


Ready When Legislature Meets. 
“We hope to get a complete draft of the 


new charter ready,’ said E. G. Keith of the | 


executive committee last night, “in time 
to present it at Springfield at the opening 
of the next legislative session. It ig an im- 
mense task and there may be justifiable 
differences of opinion as to the city’s needs. 
But if all of the sixty different civic and 
municipal bodies that were represented in 
the convention can agree upon a finite 
measure we shall go before the legislature 
with all the advantages that accrue from 
a unanimous demand.”’ 

The new charter convention was assembled 
in Chicago in November, 1902.. It drafted 
the constitutional amendment which was 
passed after amendment as a joint resolu- 
tion by the state senate on March 18, 1908. 
The conVention adjourned subject to the call 
of the charter executive committee after the 
amendment had been presented to the vote 
of the people of the state. 


What Charter Means to Chicago. 


Clean and well paved streets for Chicago is 
one of the many improvements that hang 
upon the adoption of the new charter by the 
general assembly. The city hall's complaint 
of “no funds” is to be removed by allowing 
Chicago to increase its indebtedness to an 
amount in some degree commensurate with 
that of the other great municipalities of the 
country. 

Consolidation of the various governing 
bodies now Operating in Chicago is another 
time and money saving device determined 
upon by the constitutional convention. The 
board of education, the township, park. and 
other local governments will be consolidated, 


wholly or partly. with the city. How far this

WIFE OF PROFESSOR IN THE UNI- 
VERSITY HANGS HERSELF. 


Mrs. Henry H. Donaldson, 5740 Wood- 
lawn Avenue, Ends Her Life When 


Driven Distracted by Noise from a | 


Gasoline Engine Used in Sewer 
Work—Apparatus Moved Soon After 
Her Death—Long Stady of Neurology 
Causes Condition Leading to Act. 


The gasoline engine which had been pump- 
ing water night and day from a half com- 
pleted sewer at Fifty-seventh street and 
Woodlawn avenue became silent at 7 o’clock 
yesterday morning, preparatory to its re- 
moval a block west.

Mrs. Donaldson's father committed suicide 
by leaping Into Gravesend bay Nov. 20, 1895.

Her eldest brother lost his life 
through blood poisoning, as the result of an 
accident. 

Urge Muffiing of Engine. . 

“Can't you muffle that engine? A woman 
down the street has nervous prostration and 
the noise is bad for her,"’ neighbors of the 
Donaldsons told the man in charge of the 
engine the previous evening. Donaldson pre- 

viously had made a similiar protest. 

“Sorry, but there’s no way of muffling a 
gasoline engine,”’ was the answer.

Gaidzik was shown to 
be unfriendly to Perry and forced to admit 
that the old Pease plant was insured for 
more than $200,000. 

Baldwin said his judgment of values would

in the employ of Perry he was working in 
the interests of Pease, with whom he hoped 
to obtain employment. 

The defense attempted to show that Pease 
really controlled the plant, and that it would 
be his loss in case of a fire. The cross ex- 
amination of Baldwin will be continued at 
10:30 o'clock this morning. 


_ Defense Will Place the Guilt.

“Those inventory figures were changed 
often and inflated each time to suit certain 
purposes,’’ declared Gaidzik. What was 
done about the increased insurance?”

PASSPORTS IN RUSSIA. 

The statement of the Russian government 
that a specia] commission has been appoint- 
ed to revise the passport regulations, and 
that the wishes of the United States as to 
the removal of the discriminations against 
Jews who visit Russia with American pass- 
ports will be presented to it promptly and 
favorably is gratifying. ‘The persistent ef- 
forts of the state department have at last 

produced some effect. 

It cannot be taken for granted, however, 
that the wishes of the American government 
will be complied with entirely, and that the 
Jew, once a Russian subject but now ap 
American citizen, and entitled at home and 
abroad to the rights that other citizens enjoy, 
who goes to Russia with an American pass- 
port will not be discriminated against in any 
way. 

‘It is almost too much to hope that the 
Russian government will reverse at once a 
policy it has steadfastly adhered to, and 
which it has always conterded was right 
and expedient. There does appear to bea 
prospect of a modification of that policy. 

Various occurrences go to show that the 


Jewish population of the empire is to be 


treated more leniently than it has been for 
many years. The czar was not unmindful 
of the Jews in his expressions of gratitude 
for the birth of an heir. The relaxation of 
passport rules against which the United 
Btates has steadily protested may be an- 
other indication of a more liberal feeling to- 
ward the Jews. 

If the Russian government were to cease 
altogether discriminating against Jews who 
have American passports it would have no 
occasion to regret the action. The men who 
may visit Russia with such passports will 
Bot go there to stir up trouble, but to visit 
relatives and friends, or they will go as 
business men to buy and sell, and to enlarge 
the commercial] intercourse between Russia 


and the United States, to their reciprocal 
advantage. 


STEEL INSTEAD OF WOOD. 

A steel company has built an all metal 
ear, designed for the railway postal service, 
and. would be much pleased if it could get 
an order for a number of them. The postal 
cars are not owned by the government but 
by the railroads, which will not be likely to 


’ buy steel cars -unless some pressure is 


brought to bear on them. : 

It would be a humane act on the part of 
congress to ¢ompel the roads to make the 
change for the sake of the hard worked 
men who travel in the mail cars. Their 
labor is extra hazardous. They ride in 
fragile cars almost immediately behind the 
engine. Whenever there is an accident 
ome or more of them is apt to suffer. The 
yearly list of killed and wounded is pain- 
fully large. 

Perhaps it is too much to ask a railroad 
company to throw away mail cars which 
are in good condition. It would not be too 
much to require them to buy none but steel 
cars when new ones are needed. Ifa begin- 
ning were once made the roads gradually 
would learn that it paid to have metal bag- 
gaze, express, and passenger cars. 

The first cost would be greater, but the 
metal coaches would be longer lived as 
well as safer. As wood becomes dearer 
steel becomes cheaper. It is supplanting 
iron and soon will be used for many purposes 

-fmstead of wood. It is said that the New 
York Central has decided to replace wood’a 
with steel ties throughout its entire system 
and bas given a preliminary order for 7,000.

ENGLAND, CHINA, AND OPIUM. 
Ten days ago Secretary Hay agreed to 
give a hearing, after the election, to repre- 
sentatives of the International Reform bu- 
reau and of a number of missionary socie- 
ties. Tifey are to ask his aid, or rather that 
of the government, in behalf of a causethey 
have much at heart. They had their hear- 
ing yesterday. 

- They desire to bring about the abrogation 
of the treaty with England by which China 
gave formal consent to the importation of 
East Indian opium, and they fondly hope 
that if the United States were delicately to 
suggest to Great Britain that the enforced 
opium traffic is a crime against humanity 
the traffic could be broken up. 

Sixty years ago the Chinese g>vernment 
tried to prohibit the importation of opium. 
It said the drug was a curse to its subjects, 
as, indeed, it was, and is. The English re- 
fused to be cut off from a profitable trade. 
They refused to believe that the object of 
the prohibition was to protect Chinamen. 
and said the real design was to protect the 
opium made in China and get from it a large 
revenue for the government. After some 
fighting, in which China fared badly, that 
country was forced to submit to having 
opium crammed down its throat. The right 
of the English to send Indian opium to China 
was secured by treaty. 

China buys annually from $20,000,000 to 
$25,000,000 worth of that demoralizing drug, 
practically all imported from India. Its 
preparation, is supervised by the Indian gov- 
ernment, which gets from it a revenue of 
about $21,000,000 a year. 

Probably if the Chinese government had 
a free hand it would prohibit the importa- 
tion of opium. Then the Indian producers 
would lose their best market and Indian 
revenues would shrink. There would be an 
alarming deficit, which could be got rid of 
only by putting new taxes on a poor and 
heavily taxed people. 

The American government does not lack 
sympathy for China. Secretary Hay is 
familiar with the way in which opium was 
forced on China, and, no doubt, recognizes 
the evils of the traffic. But it is a ticklish 
matter for on« government to suggest to 
another that it is acting immorally and 
should change its course, to the injury of its 
trade and its revenues. 

The persons who visited Secretary Hay 
yesterday are worthy men, much in earnest, 
and they are enlisted in a good cause, but 
it is not one the American government can 
espouse as they wish it to. 


COLUMBIA’S 150TH ANNIVERSARY. 

The University of Columbia celebrated 
the other day the 150th anniversary of its 
origin. The occasion was made a magnifi- 
cent academic and civic affair. It was, 
however, in the intent of it more prophetic 
than historic. Indeed, it might as well have 
been frankly regarded as the long-delayed 
resurrection of a glorious ideal.” 

King George Il. gave the institution its 
charter in 1754. New York was then a city 
of 10,000 inhabitants. It was first known 
as King’s college. Not until after the revo- 
lution was its name changed to Columbia. 

During the first year of the college the 
president, Samuel Johnson, was the entire 
teaching force; the second year his son as- 
sisted him as tutor. There were some com- 
paratively generous gifts to the new college. 
The newly arrived governor general evinced 
his interest by a subscription of £500. And, 
according to a custom of the time, a “ public 
lottery ” was advertised as “ a further pro- 
vision toward founding a college for the 
advancement of learning within the colony, 
to consist of 5,000 tickets at 30 shillings 
each, 832 of which are to be fortunate.” 

But what was most noteworthy about the 
origin of the college was that first famous 
“ advertisement” of President Johnson, 
published in the New York Mercury on May 
21, 1754, in which he outlined the ideal 
scope of the new college. It was to be no 
servile copy of the medieval university ; not, 
however, as being narrower in its scope, but 
broader, more inclusive. There was pro- 
phetic forecast not only of all the sciences, 
as they should arise, but, as he says, of 
“ everything useful”’; every form of teach- 
ing and discipline needed to equip one for 
the actual conditions and duties of every 
day life. His own words are worth re- 
peating: 

It is further the design of the college to instruct 
and perfect the youth in the learned languages, and 
in the arts of reasoning exactly, of writing cor- 
rectly, and speaking eloquently, and in the arts 
of numbering and measuring, of surveying and 
navigation, of geography and history, of hus- 
bandry, commerce, and government. And in the 
knowledge of all nature in the heavens above us 
and in the air, water, and earth around us, and the 
various kinds of meteors, stones, mines, and min- 
erals, plants and animals, and of everything useful 
for the comfort, the convenience, and elegance of 
life in the chief manufactures, finally to lead them 
from the study of nature to the knowledge of them- 
selves and of the God of nature, and their duty to 
him, themselves, and one another. Andeverything 
that can contribute to their true happiness, both 
here and hereafter. 

And yet, in spite of these early dreams, 
ig was not until the beginning of the twen- 
vieth century that Columbia began to take 
on anything like cosmopolitan educational 
proportions. The university idea in the city 
that claims to be the metropolis of the new 
world has, since that first president, Samuel] 
Johnson, had a monstrously long ripvan- 
winkle slumber. 

But fortunately sleep is not death. Brook- 
lyn gave to Columbia President Seth Low, 
and he gave to it beside his own genius for 
administration a round million dollars in 
memory of his father. Now, under Presi- 
dent Nicholas Murray Butler, Columbia 
university is having as phenomenal growth 
as that of the University of Chicago itself. 
It has already the largest teaching force of 
any of the American universities east or 
west. Its property is valued at $15,000,000. 

It is a question which university, by the 
middie of the century, will be the greater 
seat of learning and of investigation, the one 
in greater New York, with its glorious situa- 
tion at Morningside Heights on the Hud- 
son, or the one here in Chicago. 


LACK OF ENGINEER OFFICERS. 

The efficiency of the navy will be im- 
paired unless the number of engineer officers 
is increased. One engineer in chief after an- 
other has called attention to this fact, and 
has pointed out that some ships will have 
to be put out of commission in order that 
the others may have the requisite engineery 
ing force, or that the ships in commission 
must be allowed to go undermanned so far 
as engineers are concerned. That would 
be most hazardous in times of war, when 
victory depends quite as much on the officers 
in the engine room as it does on those who 
have charge of the guns. . 

Rear Admiral Rae, the chief of the bureau 
of steam engineering, emphasizes the need 


of speedy action concerning this important 


k 


question. He says there are only sixty-six 
engineer officers in the navy, and he asks 
how properly trained men are to be obtained 
when the present supply is exhausted. The 
laborious and responsible duties of the en- 
gine room should no more be committed in 
peace than in war to men who have not had 
long and thorough training. The compli- 
cated and costly machinery of a warship 
cannot economically be intrusted to incom- 
petent or overworked men. 

It is true that the number of graduates 
from the naval academy will be greatly in- 
creased soon. But of the graduates a con- " 
siderable number will lack the mechanical 
taste which goes to the making of the first- 
class engineer officer. Of the others better 
qualified by nature many think engine room 
work is not quite dignified. After a graduate 
becomes a highly skilled engineer it happens 
occasionally that private corporations, which 
are willing to pay any sum for special ability, 
steal him away from the government, 

The hope entertained a few years ago that 
all naval officers could be so trained as to be 
able to do to perfection everything con- 
nected with a ship, as was the case before 
steam had supplanted sails, has been given 
up. The engineer is a specialist whose 
knowledge line officers do not care to acquire. 

The strength of a navy, as of anything 
else, is the strength of its weakest part. That 
of the navy must be measured, seemingly 
not by the number of battleships and cruis- 
ers, but by that of the engineers who have 
the skill to look after their delicate machin- 
ery. No poor engineer could have rushed 
the Oregon around Cape Horn and brought 
it in perfect fighting trim to Santiago. 

There ought to be a larger engineer force 
so that all the warships may be available. 
It is the duty of congress to provide for its 
increase.

NOTHER so-called intcrnational mar- 

riage has come to an untimely end. 

Sir Philip Grey Egerton deserted his 

American wife last spring and all at- 

tempts to bring about a reconciliation 
having failed and Sir Philip having expressed 
his intention of never living again with his 
wife, Lady Grey Egerton has brought a 
guit in the London divorce court, not for di- 
vorce but for what is known as “ restitu- 
tion of conjugal rights,”’ and has obtained 
a decree from the tribunal, ordering Sir 
Philip to live with her again under the pen- 
alty of being punished for contempt of court 
uniess he can show either by meane of a 
suit of his own for judicial separation or for 
divorce that he is justified in abandoning his 
wife. 

Lady Grey Egerton was a Miss May Cuyler 
of New York, a daughter of the late Maj. J. 

A., and has three chil- 
dren—namely: a little girl of 11 and twin 
boys of 9. She was married about twelve 
years ago, and I do not believe that she has 
ever visited this country since then. Her hus- 
band’s family is an ancient one, tracing 


back his ancestry to Philip Egerton, one of 


the knights of King Edward IV., and from 
whose younger son Ralph are descended 
some of the most notabie houses of the Eng- 
lish aristocracy, Sir Philip Grey Egerton be- 
ime descended from the eldest son of the 
founder of his house. The Grey Dgertons 
have » beau .ful country seat at Oulton Park 
ir Cheshire, where Lady Grey Egerton has 
spent most of her time with her children, and 
they have likewise a house in Grosvenor 
square, London. Sir Philip is now in India. 


Sir William Abdy is assuredly one of the 
most unfortunate men in the world. For 
after all the matrimonial misfortunes which 
he had to endure from his first wife, and 
the losses of money to which he was sub- 
jected by her friend, the scylptor, Richard 
Belt, one would certainly have thought that 
he was entitled to happiness in his subse- 
quent marriage. And yet here is Sir William 
once more in the divorce court, appealing for 
the dissolution of the bonds that unite him 
to the second Lady Abdy, who !s gadding 
about om the continent with a companion 


who bears the name of “ Mr. Pwing,” and | 


who is, of course, cited as co-respondent. The 
woman in question was a Mise Eliza Beach, 
and Sir William married her within six weeks 
after death had relieved him from the dread- 
ful persecution of his first wife. 

The latter was an Austrian and first came 
before the public in connection with the trial 
of the well known sculptor, Richard Belt, 
who was shown in court to have obtained 
no less than $50,000 from Sir William Abdy 
as an alleged loan on jewelry that was proved 
to consist entirely of paste. Belt declared 
that the jewels belonged to a Mrs. Murphy, 
who had received them as a gift from the 
sultan, an immate of whose harem she had 
been at Constantinople. The trial brought 
to Mght the fact that the jewels, such as 
they were, had been purchased on credit by 
Belt from petty London tradesmen, and that 
Mrs. Murphy was an altogether mythical per- 
son, unless indeed she had anything in com- 
mon with the person who styled herself the 
Austrian Baroness Petretzka. who was one 
of the chief witnesses for Belt in the extraor- 
dimary suit brought some time previously by 
Belt for libel against the present Sir Charles 
Lawes. 

Sir Charlies had charged the artist with 
having all his sculptural works done for him 
by a Mr. Brock, and of being nothing more 
or less than an artisticimpostor. The baron- 
ess testified in this sult that she was a friend 
of Belt, and that she had been in the habit 
of spending a considerable portion of her 
time in his studio watching him work, and 
that she had whiled away the time there 
with her needle when he was engaged on 
some of the busts that he had been accused 
of having made for him by Brock. She was 
by no means the only witness for Belt. Lady 
Burdett Coutts and her American husband, 
the American born Lady Abinger, who was 
a Miss McGruder of Washington, were 
among his many admirers, while from Lord 
Leighton, the president of the Royal acad- 
emy, downward, every artist of reputation 
gave the most damning evidence against him. 
He, however, got a verdict in his favor of 
$25,000, but “could not gét the money, as Sir 
Charles Lawes, on the advice of his counsel— 
his father being alive at the time—sought 
refuge in the bankruptcy court. 

It was then that Richard Belt swindled 
his friend, Sir William Abdy, who had mean- 
while married the Austrian baroness, out of 
the $50,000, an offense of which he was con- 
victed, and for which he was sentenced to 
a term of imprisonment with hard labor. 

Sir William was not altogether pleased 
with the showing of Lady Abdy in connec- 
tion with this swindle. Doubts seem to have 
arisen in his mind as to her identity with 
the mythical Mrs. Murphy of the padishah’s 
seraglio. And he left her. Thereupon com- 
menced for him the most extraordinary per- 
secution which it was possible to conceive. 
Aware of her jealousy, Sir William was most 
circumspect in his conduct. This did not pre- 
vent her from charging him with being in- 
fatuated with the well known actress, Miss 
Florence St. John, who at once proceeded 
to bring a suit for libel against Lady Abdy, 
the latter being obliged to tender a public 
apology to the actress, and to pay $5,000 in 
settlement of the plaintiff's legal costs. 

For a time Lady Abdy left her husband in 
peace, and then she commenced to impute 
to Sir William excessive intimacy with a 
Mme. de Benitez. Eventually she brought 
a suit for divorce against Sir William, nam- 
ing Mme. de Benitez as co-respondent. The 
latter traveled all the way from Buenos 
Ayres to London to meet the charge and 
was able to prove to the full and complete 
satisfaction of the court, not only that she 
had never been intimate with Sir William 
Abdy out that she had never even set eyes 
upon him in her life. 

She explained that the reason which had 
led her to journey so far to respond to the 
subpeena of the court was to put an end 
once and for all to the extraordinary. pétrse- 
cution to which she had been subjected for 
over eight years by Lady Abdy, who, al- 
though a perfect stranger to her, had pur- 
sued her all over Europe and South America 
with imputations and assertions that she 
had been on terms of too great intimacy with 
Sir William, charges that were the more em- 
barrassing as she was waiting at the time 
to marry Prince Adolphe Wrede, who was 
endeavoring to get rid of his first wife, a 
singer, who has visited America several 
times in a professional capacity under the 
name of “ Princess Wrede “’ since the prince 
obtained a dissolution of his marriage with 
her from the supreme court of the kingdom 
of Bavaria, of which he is a noble. 

Prince Wrede and his second wife, the ex- 
Mme. Benitez, now divide their time bet ween 
Madrid, where the princess has some prop- 
erty, and Munich, where the prince is one 
of the dignitaries of the court.

Other- 
wise he is obliged to serve, under the pen-

| THE NEW BOOKS. | 


Dr. W. H. Burns, pastor of Wicker Park 
Methodist church, this city, formerly presid- 
ing elder, has written a forceful book on 
“THE HIGHER CRITICS’ BIBLE OR 
GOD’S BIBLE?” If it be God's bible, he 
thinks it cannot be such a book as the critics 
would make it out to be. If the book is In 
any proper meaning of the word. divine, it 
must be so to the last historical statement 
and the last letter, Holding this view, he 
naturally holds the pretentious, reckless, 
naturalistic, rationalistic critics in poor esti- 
mation. 

Accordingly, he has undertaken to scorch 
them, high and low. A practically atheistic 
phase of evolutionism is at the bottom of the 
mischief. Starting with the gratuitous as- 
sumption that “ science ” will not allow ofa 
miracle or any form of the supernatural, they 
analyze the book to death, disintegrate and 
reintegrate ft to suit their “ historic imagi- 
nation *’ and preconceived notions. 

Denying all biblical infallibility, they in- 
sist on claiming that quality for their own 
hypotheses and conjectures. Dr. Burns ap- 
parently sees no middie ground. Itisthator 
nothing. He does not seem to have any sus- 
picion of the harm he may be doing to 
thoughtful young people, who, finding that 
there really are human—some very human— 
elements In the sacred book, may be tempted 
to deny that there can be any really divine 
element or authority in it, and so throw it 
all away. Those who quite agree with the 
author will like his book much. (Eaton & 
Mains, Cincinnati.) 


In the hero of “ DELIGHTFUL DODD” 
Elliott Flower has created an unique char- 
acter. Dodd, after some business reverses, 
ig running a Michigan fruit farm and taking 
a few summer boarders. Heisa philosopher, 
but, thank heaven, Mr. Flower does not iIn- 
sert whole pages of his philosophy in dialect, 
as sO many creators of philosophic heroes do, 
nor does he interrupt the narrative with 
stories beginning, ‘‘ That reminds me,”’ said 
Dodd, “of a widow, etc., etc.”’ To tell the 
truth there isn't much story to interrupt. 
The book reads like the narrative of one who 
had observed what really happened on a 
Michigan fruit farm, where nothing in par- 
ticular happened, and it is all the more de- 
lightful on that account. 

Dodd ts a philosopher with a good, sharp 
eye out for Dodd's interest, but he has sym- 
pathy for human failings, and, above all, he 
has humor of a quaint kind. The things he 
Says carinot be torn out of the book and pre- 
sented to the reader of this notice, for they 
have a dry, enjoyable tang which would lose 
its flavor when separated from the context. 
There are plenty of other cheracters in the 
book and some of them have human interest, 
but most of the red corpuscles are tn Dodd. 
You won't be sorry to have read the book. 
You can read it from start to finish, or begin 
at the end and read backward, or dig Into it 
any old place and get lots of fun out of “* De- 
lightful Dodd.”

His 
lifelong devotion to duty in time of peace, 
and his modest bearing when listening to the 
plaudits of his admiring countrymen after a 
successful war in which he had borne a gal- 
lant and conspicuous part, endeared him to 
all. Everybody remembers how he trans- 
formed the battleship Texas from a “ hoodoo 
ship”’ into a noble vessel, whose achieve- 
ments will live forever in the records of the 
country’s glory. Nobody ever can forget 
that it was Philip who, when the Almirante 
Oquendo was beached, a hopeless wreck, at 
the battle of Santiago, said to his sailors: 
** Don’t cheer, men. -Those poor devils are 
dying!” And his untimely death, while still 
in the prime of life, is yet fresh in the 
memory of the American people, 


“IDEALS OF SCIENCE AND FAITH” 
is a collection of essays by eleven different 
authors, intended to make clear the attitude 
and relations v-hich exist at the present day 
between science and faith, or religion and 
science.

HE movements of water have produced 
above ground some of the finest natural 
scenery which delights the eye of the 
traveler and explorer. Nowhere are 
ite talent and power asa sculptor more 

grandly illustrated than in such gorges as 
that of the Tamina in Switzerland and in 
such cafions as those of the Colorado in our 
own country. But while the works of the 
great sculptor above ground are more con- 
spicuous and sublime, some of its produc- 
tions under ground are more magnificent and 
beautiful. Water also collects under ground 
and deposits in veins and pockets the treas- 
ures of silver and gold which men dig up and 
use to adorn their persons and make com- 
mercial exchanges. Its subterranean labors 
have therefore a practical as well as an 
esthetic interest. 

When the underlying rock of a country is 
a hard one, such as sandstone or granite, the 
water cannot dissolve it.fast and most of it 


runs over the ground to the nearest rivers 
in brooks an@streama But when the under- 
lying rock is lHmestone the water can dis- 
solve it and it gradually cuts its way verti- 
cally a distance into the ground and flows 
thence to the rivers In subterranean chan- 
nels. One of the "most extensive limestone 
regions in the world underiies the state of 
Kentucky. The traveler soon observes in 
Kentucky—and what is said of this section 


| applies to all other regions having thick 


limestone formations—that only the largest 
streams appear upon the surface. Scattered 
all over the districts tying between these 

streams are numerous shallow pits 
called “‘ sink holes.”” Most of the rain which 
here runs intdé these holes instead of 
into small rivulets and brooks, as is usually 
the case. The opening is usually small, but

Strata of less soluble rock are interspersed 
among the strata of limestone. When the 
water reaches one of these layers of insolu- 
ble rock its progress downward is checked 
and it begins to cut through the limestone 
at one side of the dome; and thus the excava- 
tion of a horizontal chamber is begun. After 
having excavated a horizontal chamber the 
water may succeed in cutting its way through 
the hard rock at the bottom which before 
impeded its progress; and then it goes down- 
ward again until it comes again to a layer 
of hard rock, when it begins excavating an- 
other horizontal chamber. There may thus 
be several horizontal passages leading off 
from one perpendicular dome. At the bot- 
tom of the dome will always be found several 
small bits ef flint. They are the water's ex- 
cavating tools. It drives them constantly 
against the soft limestone, as the miner 
drives his pick into the coal; and without 
their aid, tiny as they are, it would be much 
more helpless than the miner without his. 
pick. The Indians used to go down into the 
“sink holes” for these flints, which they 
use@ as arrow heads. 

The steady action of the water, armed 
with its flints, slowly enlarges all the chan- 
nels, both perpendicular and horizontal, until 
they become immense caverns, and the foun- 
dations of the country become more thor- 
oughly honeycombed than are the founda- 
tions of a great city with ali its under- 
ground wires, pneumatic tubes, subways, 
and sewers. The horizontal galleries always 
terminate in the bank of a large stream ora 
river. They are, in fact, underground chan- 
nels of brooks. There isa region 8,000 miles 
square under Kentucky which is but a gigan- 


tic network of caverns. The domesare 
when lighted up with a torch, to be sculp. 
tured fantastically, beautifully, grandly 
Handsome columns, delicate flowers, colorw 
as variegated as those of the rainbow adorn: 
their walls. The lateral gaillerids are scares. 
ly less magnificent. A man may walk for’ 
days in the Mammoth cave through ornately 
carved and splendidly decorated chambers 
more than thirty feet high, more than fifty 
wide, and miles in length. Every drop of 
water that seeps through the ceilings leaves 
upon thema tiny deposit of lime. Every drop 
that falls to the floor leaves there a tiny 
deposit of lime. The tiny deposits of lime 
upon the ceilings grow downward into the 
large stalactites, those upon the floor upwarg 
into the great stalagmites, which are among 
the finest ornaments of the caverns. I, 
course of time stalactites and stalagmites 
meet and form pillars. They may grow untij 
they fill up the whole passage.

The caverns are inhabited by several spe. 
cles of animals, all of which are blind. Sighs 
being useless to them in a place where light 
never penetrated, thrifty nature took their 
eyes away.

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BECKY SHARP FISKE ON CATTLE CARS. 

New York, Nov. 5.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une. }]—Sir: My travels last winter gave me an 
opportunity to see for myself the suffering 
of animals shipped in cattle cars during the 
cold season. Living myself for some weeks 
in a rallroad car which was at night frequent- 
ly side tracked at some station I was able to 
investigate the condition of animals side 
tracked in the same way. 

It would be impossible to exaggerate the 
sufferings endured by these animals. Ata 
point near Detroit, when a cattle car was 
unloaded, it was discovered that every ani- 
mal had perished from the cold. From what 
I was able to discover of winter cattle ship- 
ping I could not but feel that the fate of the 
animals in this particular instance was pref- 
erable to the fate of animals that were denied 
the release of death. 

Perhaps some day animals will not be 
shipped alive at all. A little of the quality 
of mercy may steal into the hearts of men 
who are concerned in the transporting of cat- 
tle. Meanwhile, could not one side of each 
cattle car be covered with canvas? In this 
way the animals might be partially protected 
from the flerceness of the cold. Great ven- 
tilation, of course, is necessary, but it would 
seem that something might be done to relieve 
in a degree the torture of the prevailing 
method of winter transportation.

Boston, gave a song recital in Music hall 
yesterday afternoon. The entertainment was 
under the auspices of the Amateur Musical 
club, being the first of the club’s present sea- 
son of “artist recitals ""—the series of co 
certs to which the general public is admitt 
Mise Cole had not been heard here before 
professionally, but good report had preceded 
her and if may at once be said that her work 
yesterday convinced that such report was 
well founded and in general merited. 

The young singer’s work is not beyond crit- 
icism in certain respects, but on the other 
hand it possesses a number of virtues which 
entitled it to the respectful consideration and 
sincere recognition of all who understand 
what constitutes artistic singing and good 
lieder interpretation. First among its better 


' values are the evidences it affords of distinct 


musical understamding and réfined taste on 
the part of the singer. 


All that Miss QGole does bears the impress 
of careful thought and intelligent analysis of 
the poetic and the musical content of the 
composition sung. The singer takes liberties 
along the interpretative line of her art, but 
such liberties are clearly not the result of 
ignorance or caprice, but are the product of 
deliberate and conscious intention. A cer- 


she desires that effect, and she makes clear 
to the listener why she desires it. Such pro- 
cedure belongs in the category of artistic 
freedom, and so long as reason and taste 
guide no exception can be taken to its indul- 
gence. 

Temperamentally, Miss Cole is endowed 
about as are most singers of Anglo-Saxon 
origin. Our long and persistent study in the 


emotions hampers us greatly as a people in 
our struggie for high position among the na- 
tions producing eminent executive musica! 
artists. It is only by arduous and constant 
striving against inherited and acquired habits 
that we are able to achieve what the inhabi- 
tants of the countries of continental Europe 
have as their birthright. Miss Cole has tem- 
perament, and she has succeeded in finding 
the means for giving some of it expression. 
She is not yet an impassioned singer, but she 
is clearly a sincere one, and her sincerity 
oftentimes convinces. 


Inteliectually and temperamentally she is 
“better equipped than she is vocally. Not but 
that nature has been kindly to her in the 
giving of voice. She has a contralto which 
naturally is an attractive and effective or- 
gan. Her deep tones and those of the middle 
voice are rich, full, and warm, and her use 
of head ‘tones whén employed softly is com- 
mendable. There is an uncertainty in the 
production of the uper middle voice, however, 
which tells of ill advised schooling and which 
oftentimes leaves something to be desired in 
the vocal side of her work when those tones 
in the voice are called into service. 

In the matter of enunciation and pronuncia- 
tion the singer’s work discovers muoh of 
merit. She gives her German and French 
so that every wod is easily intelligible, and 
as a.rule most of her English is equally clear 
and exact. She sang yesterday eixteen se- 
lections ranging from the classic French to 
present day American. Among her best 
achievements were Traume,”’ 
which was interpreted with excellent under- 
standing and admirable taste in phrasing

. Miss Anne Nicholes of Neighborhood 


House Declares There Is Only One 
Way of Improving Conditions for 
Waltresses in Department Stores 
Only Men Are in Habit of Giving— 
Women Regard Employment as 
Temporary. | 

Trades unions as a substitute for tips was 
the recommendation made yesterday for the 
waitresses tn the department store restau- 
rants by Miss Anne Nicholes of Neighbort 
hood house before the Woman's club of the 
University of Chicago settlement at the 
Gross avenue gymnasium. 

“ The girls in the tearooms,” she said, “ are 
paid small wages because they are expected 
\o realize on tips. As a matter of fact, there 
is no tipping in the tearooms. When the 


. girls get into the men’s buffet the situation 


changes. 


Blames Employers for Gonditions. 
“The fault does not He with the women. 
We pay for everything we get in these de- 
partment stores. The employers are to be 
blamed for expecting their waitresses to 
pose as supplicants before the public. | 
“ Another element that adds to their dis- 
couragement is that they are not allowed tp 
reserve any little delicacies for themselves. 
In many of the restaurants they are miser- 
ably fed. If one of them ts caught setting 
out a bit of salad, a tender head of lettuce, 
or a fresh spray of watercreas for herself shs 
is immediately discharged. Even the dishes 
that otherwise would be wasted she is not 
allowed to touch. Trades unionism is her 
only hope.” 


Women Difficult to Organize. 


In regard to the difficulty of organizing 
women into unions, Miss Nicholes said that 


| most of the working girls were unapproach- 


able upon the subject, as they did not expect 
to remain Jong in- business. 

“If you ask one of them why she doesn’t 
join an organization,” she continued, “ she 
will hesitate, blush a little, and finally tell 
you that she ‘is.only holding her position 
for @ year or two.’ If you question her 
further you will discover she cherishes a 
secret hope of a wedding gown, bride's roses, 
and the march from ‘ Lohengrin.’ 

“The ‘ pin money ’ worker is another prob- 
lem. The girl living at home, who doesn’t 
have to support herself, and Is only earning 
money to buy ribbons and dresses with, low- 


| ers the wage scale out of all proportion to 


her numbers, Many employers prefer ‘ pin 
money’ workers, frankly acknowledging 
their services are cheaper.

Understanding in Bastern: Trunk 
Line Territory—Rock Island. Re- 
cedes from Position and Cattle Rate 
War Is Averted—Proposition to¥eed 
Army on Rice Is Laughed At, | 


The report has been revived that B. H. 
Harriman and George J. Gould have formed 
a friendly alldance, which practically will 
have the same effect on the railroad situa- 
tion west of the Missouri river that the Van- 
derbilt-Pennsylvania -alliiance exercises in 
eastern trunk line territory. 

The alliance is said to be in the form of a’ 
definite personal agreemerit to preserve har- 
mony between the Harriman and Gould in- 
terests, to maintain stable rates, and to con- 
duct no aggressive operations into each oth- 
er’s territory. It ts believed to mean a closer 
affillation of the Gould system with the. 
Union and Southern Pacific lines and the 
suspension of the Gould plan to build an ex- 
tension from Salt Lake to the Paeific coast. 
W. K, Vanderbilt, it is asserted, has aided 
in bringing about an understanding. He is 
interested because of his dominant influence 
in the Chicago and Northwestern, which is 
thefchief eastern, outlet’ from Omaha of the 
Union Pacific system. 

With Harriman and Gould working in ac- 
cord in the west and Vanderbilt and Cassatt 
exerting their influence for harmony in the 
east, there need be little fear of any serious 
misunderstanding im the near future be- 
—_. the eastern and western railroad in- 
erests. 


Cattle Rate War Is Averted. . 


War on cattle rates between the western 
roads has been averted by the Rock Island 
withdrawing its notice that it would make 
the same figure on live stock from Omaha 
as from Kansas City. The Burlington and 
other roads which had met the Rock Island's 
action have gone back to the normal rate. 

The Rock Island felt that it was unjust te 
apply a higher rate on live stock from Omaha 
than is made from Kansas City, and did not 
think there would be anywszerious opposition 
on the part of other roads to the equalization 
of the rate, inasmuch as all of them, some 
time ago, decided to put Kansas City and 
Omaha on a parity as regards grain figures. 


Rice Story Is Ridiculed. 

The report that the Santa F6 railroad and 
a rice cereal company will try to induce the 
government to adopt rice as the staple food 
for the army is looked upon by railroad of- 
ficials as a joke or an attempt on the part of 
some interested parties to boom the rice 
lands of Texas. 

The Santa F6 recently has acquired a little 
road in Texas running through the rice 
fields near Beaumont, and several Chicago 
men have invested in land there. 

“ The tailroads,” said aii official yesterday, 
“are interested in the transportation of 
grain and it. would not be to their interest 
to boom the rice trade. There is not enough 
raised in this country to supply the domestic 
demand, and large quantities are imported 
fom China and Japan. Besides, it would 
be just as pertinent to suggest that our 
army be fed on breakfast food as on rice.”

HOLDS RATES ARE EXCESSIVE. 


Interstate Commerce Commission De- 
cides Against Harvester Company’s 
Industrial Line in Chicago. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—[Special.]~— 

The interstate commerce commission today 
handed down a decision in which it is held 
that rates charged by industrial lines are 
excessive and unlawful. The International 
Harvester company of Chicago will be di- 
rected to lower its charges. The corporation 
owns a line in Chicago about three or four 
miles long, which connects with tracks of 
trunk lines centering at that city. 
_ The company ships its-products direct 
from its factory and evidence in a case be- 
fore the inferstate commerce commission 
showed that the harvester company made a 
charge of $12 on every carload of machinery 
shipped over its three miles of road. 

Goods were consigned to Kansas City and 
the harvester company’s proportion of the 
through rate was 20 per cent. This was 
held to be excessive and in the nature of 
rebate, and therefore unlawful. 


ROCKEFELLER BUYS SANTA FE. 


Head of Standard Oil Invests $25,000,- 
000 in Company’s Stock with 
Banker Stillman. 


Los Angeles, Cal., Nov. 10.—President E.

and James Stillman, president of the Na- 
tional City bank of New York, had pur- 
chased $25,000,000 in Santa Fé stock. Mr.
